Newly cited reference U.S. Patent 6,622,016 to Sladek et al discloses all limitations of 
claim 1 as filed on 6/29/2009. Similarly, a combination of newly cited references U.S. Patent 
6,622,016 to Sladek et al and U.S. Patent 6,078,658 to Yunoki discloses all limitations of claim 9 
as filed on 6/29/2009. However, the prior art of record does not disclose or make obvious the 
limitation of claim 6 in combination with the limitations of claims 1 and 9 as filed on 6/29/2009. 
As such, the currently amended independent claims 1 and 9 as well as dependent claims 2-5, 7, 
8, and 10-17 are allowable over the prior art of record.
